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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Post -Graduate Institute of Medical Education and Research , 
Chandigarh , was begun by the Punjab Government in 1963 . On the 
reorganisation of the erstwhile Punjab State with effect from the 
1st November, 1966 , the Institute has vested in the Central Govern 
ment. It is proposed to make the Institute a statutory body corporate 
and declare it as an institution of national importance under entry 64 
of List I of the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution of India so that 
it may develop as a high level institution of medical education and 
research on the pattern of the All India Institute of Medical Sciences, 
New Delhi, 


The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 15 of the Bill provides for giving grants to the Institute 
after due appropriation made by Parliament by law in this behalf. 
At the current level of activity the recurring annual grant-in -aid 
payable by the Central Government to the Institute is estimated to 
be Rs. 80 lakhs. For the period from the 1st November , 1966 to the 
31st March , 1967, a budget provision for a grant- in - aid of Rs. 50 lakhs 
will be required . The actual amount of grant- in -aid payable by the 
Central Government to the Institute for the remaining part of the 
current financial year will depend on the date on which it becomes 
a body corporate . 


In order to meet the requirements of section 77 of the Punjab 
Reorganisation Act, 1986 , clause 29 of the Bill provides that the 
Institute shall provide facilities to the Governments of the States of 
Haryana and Punjab and the Central Government in relation to the 
Union territories of Chandigarh and Himachal Pradesh , and the 
people of the States and territories as aforesaid which shall not, in 
any respect, be less favourable to such Governments and people than 
what were being provided to them before the 1st day of November , 
1966 , for such period and upon such terms and conditions ( including 
those relating to any contributions to be made for the provision of 
such facilities ) as may be agreed upon between the Institute , Govern 
ments of the said States and Central Government before the 1st day 
of April, 1967 or if no agreement is reached by the said date, as may 
be fixed by order of the Central Government. So far as the Central 
Government is concerned this requirement will be met by the grant 
in - aid given under clause 15 as aforesaid . 


In the financial settlement with the States of Punjab and Haryana 
due note will be taken of the financial liability being taken over 
by the Central Government in respect of the Institute under clause 
15 of the Bill. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clausę 31 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make , 
after consultation with the Institute, rules by notification in the Offi 
cial Gazette to carry out the purposes of the Act. The matters in 
respect of which such rules may be made are specified therein . These 
matters relate to the manner of nomination of representatives of the 
medical faculties of the Indian Universities as members of the Insti 
tute, control and restrictions in relation to the constitution of stand 
ing and ad hoc committees, conditions of service of members of the 
Institute etc . 


2 . Clause 32 of the Bill empowers the Institute to make, with the 
previous approval of the Central Government, regulations consistent 
with the provisions of this Act and the rules made thereunder . The 
matters in respect of which such regulations may be made are speci 
fied therein . These matters relate to the procedure for conducting 
business at meetings other than the first meeting of the Institute , 
the manner of constituting the Governing Body and standing and ad 
hoc committees, powers and functions of the President of the Insti 
tute and Chairman of the Governing Body , etc . 


3. The matters in respect of which rules and regulations may be 
made are matters of administrative detail and procedure and as such 
the delegation of legislative power is of a normal character ,
